Police Chief Introduction/Remarks 

 

 

Staff Review: 

• Crash Report 

o May 1, 2021 – Buffalo Wild Wings

o May 5, 2021 – Corner of Motter Avenue/West 9th Street  

Alyssa stated this accident was at one of Frederick’s most infamous intersections. 

There are a lot of incidents at this intersection. Members of the community are very 

concerned of the safety at this intersection have voiced repeated concerns. Alderman 

Russell added that the engineering department has been looking at the intersection. 

We have made some signage and marking improvements but it still remains a bit of a 

trouble spot.  
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o May 8, 2021 – Corner of Rosemont Avenue/Baughman’s Lane 

This intersection is up for realignment in the next couple of years, is that correct? 

David responded yes.  

Lesley asked for clarification of which road the cyclist was on. David responded the 

cyclist was headed east on Baughman’s Lane in the mean time the driver was turing 

left Rosemont Avenue. The driver looked but did not see the cyclist and they crashed 

into each other at the crosswalk.  

o May 9, 2021 – Corner of Key/Waverley 

JT wanted to point out a statement in the first three (3) of the four (4) reports which 

seems to be a reoccuring theme. The state is that “The driver was found to be at fault 

and was not cited”.  He added that it is concerning as the committee sees numerous of 

these and hopes there is some type of solution in the future. Chief Lando said he 

would speak to the captain who is in charge of operations to get more insight on this.

o East Street Rails With Trails Phase II 

Alderman Russell asked if we have a timeline from the state as to when they may 

respond and is there anything that can be done to help move it along. David said he 

could email his contact for an update.  

o East Street Rails With Trails Phase III Bypass 

JT stated that when it comes time for the Mayor & Board to look at capital 

programming that $1.7 million dollars will go along way for the ultimate Phase III. 

So he would be concerned for the city for the bridge cost.
